branch of the Amevican Strangss, But upon putting the 
recults of their inquiries a*de by aids, and compuring them, 
the conclusion was inevitable, that aomewhere, and al aome 
time, there was a commen vrivin. The afmilarity of 
tanies, the diverg2nes from given poiois of emigration, 
the trad't’ons as (a forefathers, the elrikine resemblance 
in persona) eharucteristies, and many other poeuliapities; 
all Tndivated, that at leact the Virginéu, Sout: awl North 
Carolina, Kentucky, Tennéssee and Ohio Stranwzes, Wf ye- 
coralely Praeed beet froni twelve tu fltsen, yenerelions, 
the various lines of desvent woul merg? inte a commen 
parentage, Much additional light, esperinily as to rela~ 
tions across the walers, wis given by Mr. Lewis A. A, 
Stranve, to whom I] am deeply indebted.

To make a connected and unquestioned history of the 
Stranges in this country, and in other, and older countries, 
is not and, perhaps, never will be possible. The author 
has only compiled a stries of lirief sketuhes and genealog- 
ica) moles, and present them under such general headings 
as would seem appropriate. Under this heading is pre- 
sented several sketehes of facts from: history, mostly in 
foreign lands. by way of laying the foundation fpr_sueh 
comme©nits and conclosions, #8 shall be made from time tu 
time, and which If hope will meet the approbation of my 
Strange readers, 


I THE KOSK OF LA STRANGE, 


Por meritorijus- services rendered; William the Nor- 
man, made a gift of the historic Hunstantan Hall located 
near Sandringham, England, to the Le Stranges and their 
descendants, The eondition of the gift was that the Le 
Stranges were to annoally present tu the King on St, John 
the Baptist’s day a rose, Hence the estate and the custom 
was known by the poetic name of the “Rose-of Le Strange” 

Hustatiian Hall, was and is yel, a fashionable seaside 
resort, and was for many years the seat of government for 
the Le Stranges of England, and, while the presentation 
of the rose has been discontinued, and the fendal order of 
government lost, as a relic of ihe past, yet the property re 
mains in the family, the present lady who presides at 
its functions being at: American jady formerly a Miss Bme- 
line Austin of Washinglon City, D. C., whu Le Strange 
became acquainted with and married, while serying his 
government a3 an attache to the English legation in Wash- 
ington, 


IL COAT OF ARMS, 


Early in Seottish, French and English history, chiv- 
alry was in public estimation the chief charueteristic of 
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manbuod, Heraldry was a ruling passion of the weaitay 
aod eminent. Une De Stranys, De Stcanwes, and De Le 
Btranges, like most otner distinguished femifiesy, had their 
seat of government; one being at Hustartan Hall, Greatuirs, 
Salop, euglund, bach Sratich of the family, whether of 
Frenen, Seottish or Bugtish, had the sume Coat of Arians, 
as is shown from the “General Armory records of Grea! 
Britain.” Acvording fo the law of tie land at that time, 
those wearloy and entilied iu wear, a Cowt of Arms, on a 
hoblnet or shield, were protected in the righ) by law. aod 
werg at the same time held responsible to the government 
by Jaw Di certaio requirements of loyally, uid were agnu- 
ally required to pay fo Ue Crown 4 tax for the privilege 
of this distinction. 

The commdén insignia of the various Strange families 
wag a lion, rwmpant, with head ereet and tail extended, 
and when worn as 4 wreath, the words “Party per fesse 
sa! were used in connettion with the lion, The design was 
practically the sume us that worn by Richurd I. in hia 
Orysade fn the, Holy Land, and ly,Heory 1, 11, é& TE, ana 
it is preaumed that the design was adopted as au indication 
of loyalty to the reigning Monurehs, It is known that 
the De Stranges of those times held close diplomatie rela- 
tions with the Crown, These facts from history are here 
men to show, as they conclusively do, the kinship whieh 
Mmlist have existed hetween all the branches of the family 
in that day, and as the Stranges of America are all dea- 
cended from some branch of the Stranges of Europe of 
more recent times, if is practically certain that in the re- 
mote past we are wil of oe common origin, and we will 
try to show, further on Lhat the original atarting point was 
Scotland, 


TIl THE SCOTTISH STRANGES. 


In “peaking af the Scottish Stranges, Weaver in hia 
“Funeral Monuments” page 530 says, "This family first 
appeared in Bogland at certain jouists of artis that tool 
place at Passeville castle in the peaks of Derbyshire. There 
were presenl on this occasian Owen Prince of Wales, end 
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amunig others, of loss note were two suns of Lhe Duke of 
Britieny, une of whom from his forejzn birth was called 
Guido Le Strange.” These jouiats were political conferences 
and altended Uy inen galy of well known diplomatic ability, 

Frum subsequent references to this fonily it appears 
that Guide and his brother became the progenitors of many 
of the Le Steauves of England, and it is of reeord raat 
the “Rose of Le &trunge wus a distinguishing character- 
jstic of their families tor many decades, 

The early latin veeords called them "Kxtranta™ mesn- 
ing strange, From the fact that they were brovgat from 
Scutland ly King Henry in 1148 to England, and were 
strangers to England, 

From the Hngiish Armory records, there appesra 
Weven families that were brought fray Beotland 1 Eng- 
lum, ainong whom we have the nauws of Sir Ruger Le 
Strange, & grandson of John Le Strange, Governor of 
Salop, who was called to Parliament in 1295, and whose 
foarriage was recorded io 1808; Numerois Strangea of 
England today elaiin him ag their progenitor, The large 
colony in Gloucestershire are classed as belonging Lu this 
family, 

This colony wnmbers several thousand today, and tyey 
appear ta Le slrange by nitnner a§ well as ly name; says 
one who recently visiled them in their native habitat, Other 
very early Stranges of Scotland are mentioned among the 
Anvestors of Sir Robert Strange. 


1V, SM ROBERT STRANGE, 


Tirough the kindness of Hon, John T. Strange, of 
Marion, Int, } obtained the loan of “The Memoirs of Sir 
Robert Strange Knt. Engraver, and Member of Several 
Acagdemes oF Design, and of his Brother-in-law Andrew 
Lumisden. Private Secretary to the Stuart Princes", ‘These 
memoirs are in two volumes and were written by James 
Dennestmm of Dennistoun, England, and were published 
in 1355 in London. 

Mrs. Dennistoun, wife of the Author was & niece of 
Thomas Strange, the son of Sir Robert. - 
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Vhese memoirs are Miteresting and there ia much in 
thom, that |} would jike to quete; but the lonjte of this 
paper require Lhe utmost brevity, so DL only wive the Ances- 
iry of Sie Robert as given in these yolumes, Six Hobert 
was bert in toe Island of Pomona in the Orieneys, July 
J4th, 1721, Hig father was Dayid Bwenge, of Kirkwall 
in the Orkyeys, who Was born in 1689, bis wife was Jean 
Seolly, a lady of the highest sWoiding He possesaed lar'ee 
land estates which descended to Sir Robert an bis death, 
whieh occurred in 1738, when Sir Rolert was only Lwelye. 
The grand father of Siy Robert was James Strange, a 
Merehattt of Kirkwall, who married [sahel levine, the great 
Ancestor of Washington Ievity dames Strange was the 
son of Andvew Strange, of South Renoldshy, a Notury 
Pulliv as shows by ceenrds in 1642. Andrew was the son 
of David Magnus Strange, aleo a! South Ronaldsky Here 
the record is shightly broken, but Mc'l'aggart au Boglish

The Seoteh Stranges drifted into Bngland during the 
wars it the time of the Stuarts, and Sir Robert with them, 
as will be shown later. from England theie relatives and 
descendants crossed the Atlantic to seek their fortunes in 
the new world. There is a wide-spread tradition that we 
are all descended from Sie Robert, This ewold not have 
heen tre, but there is strong evidence that many uf our 
forefathers. were related to that prominent fumily, 

Tt is af record that Sir Jolin Strange, an Engl’sh 
Knight, came to this country and liverl here till his death 
atan exrly day. This would hardly haye been truce had 
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be not hive bell ur brought with bim rélatives, dnd theee 
was no other Strange entilled bo be knighted thal we know 
of exvept tie family to whieh Sir Robert belanged, 


V. TIE WELSH STRANGES. 


Amony Che first arrivals to Lhia countey of whieh we 
have miy reeurd, were two brotiiers, dubn and Lot Strange, 
who cate From Wales aud settled at or near Portsmouth, 
R.L, in or about 1610, They each had wiyes named Alice, 
and at least one of them John, raised a family His sow 
Let, married Aled Bherman, raising a family of seven 
children, the Yuusgest also being bomied Lot; and uo 
reaching mankevod he married Uanuah Hathaway, and to 
hem were born an even dozen children, tue third of these, 
Jaha, selected a Miss Johanna doselyn as wife aud they 
are vredited with seven children, the youngest being 
Chacles. wha married Esther Babbt!, and taey became the 
posseasors of a family of thirteen, the twelfth of whom, 
Lhey named John, and he, marrying Orius Spragae, beeame 
sponser for four children, the seeond of whom is the Hon. 
Baniel Strange, of Grand Rapids, Mich., who furnished me 
with the information, Daniel Stranes, is t » Inventor of 
the “Correet Interest. Caleutater” aud is the Author of the 
“Turill Manual” and otier seientifie nd legal books, 
(aniel is the faltbec of Ove ehildeeo, and possibly Ly tois 
time, of prand children So that we have in 
this sketch at least eigit generations, covering a 
period of over three lhondred years of Anieriegn history, 
Dantel givea me the names of over one hundred and sixty 
desvendants of the two brothers. first named, While it 
valt seareely be doubted that these Stranges are of the 
sam’ original stovk of people as the Btranges, Stranges, 
mid De Stranges, from whom we are descended, yel we 
have to means, at this late day, of showing the connections.

Vall. PISTOUIZAL DATA, 


L, A, A, Btrarge of La Fontaine, Kansas, in bis yery 
interesting Wenchnre on the Ancestors of Lhe Anmericsn 
Stranges givea many brief items of history gathered from 
yarious sources, tuo voluminons ta be reproduced here; the 
folowing, however, is culled therefrum, 

During the reigu of Henry U1 from 1190 te 1189 the 
Le Stranges and the De Le Stranges materjally aided the 
King in forming an alliance with the Anglo Saxons, and 
during {his period Lheir names are of Trequent vceurreqve 
in the records in eveuts of state und historical importance, 
During this périod the “Rose of Le Strange” waa an in- 
signia of recognized friendship te the King, by all brane yes 
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of the family, whether of Dnyiish, Sevttish or French par 
entage, Luter, on aceoulit of the strenions protestant 
views of the Le Stranges a hitter persecution waa forced 
On them, wlvineg cause for many ansgieties and annoyances. 
In 1684 Daniel De L. Sttange aecepled a cumussiun from 
the King to come lo Americn. Before embarking, hows 
ever, his souong wife was explore|, and fo esepe, faye 
her youog bahe op to her cajitora, Who Jel it fay a rau- 
som, by ker Prenel) Cathoke enpturs.

Amony the Prench refugees to tis country, who came 
here to escape Cuthol’c persecition; was Juma De L, 
Strangs, whe assumed the common name of Strange, on 
arriving here, and who owned and managed a tavern at 
Rye. New York, for many years, This historie tavern be 
came the rendezvous of many of the Stranes of the times, 
and muaoy historic events are suid i have had their in- 
eeplign id lhe conferences beld uader ifs protecting rif. 


TX. CORROBORAVIVAR HISTORY, 


L, A, A, Strange, of La Pontaine, Kay., to whom I 
owe more than te any une else, for the early historival ine 
fornation here given, in a private letter tame says: “The 
Siranuges of history as well as of this day are tov reseryed 
for their owe good. This bas made it turd to follow their 
records. However, the emigrant vevords and the census 
reports of J7#4-84 and "90 have recorded them despite 
their reticence.” 

“] have the Strange vecords by good authovily back 
to 1148 and have looked particularly inte them, from the 
stand-point of who Iam, and from whence | came.” 

“Considering the Eleven Strange families of Seotland, 
the two Strange families of France and the one from 
Wales, as shown in Britigh general Armory reeords, show- 
ing they emigration mto England, and their fleeing to 
America to avoid the persecution of Nantes, [ am fully 
satisfied that onr ancestry ave from the same generul stock 
of people,” z 

“Ir should be borne im mind that the cost of Arms 
of the fourteen families from the three equytries has never 
varied, The records shaw a’ clear and untraken chain 
of evidence that all these fourteen families were related 
by recognized blood ties.” 

“The Rampant Lion with tail extended and head erect 
and the family erest tas remaived (he same theough all 
the armorial reeords.” 

Our gneestry withstood the persecution in Wrange to 
the lisut. From Frunce fleeing to the British Isles aid 
thence to America after many decades.

X. RARLIEST IMIGRANTS: 


In his “Ancestral Notes’ L. A, A, Strange anys, that 
he has gathered from the General English Armory, « list 
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of fourteen families who Crossed the wxters to try their 
Sortones, and partly to vscipe from persetatign frum re 
ligigus iatollerunve, in the new world, All of these families 
assumed Lhe eominvh name of Sieany? on landing-in the 
“Land of the Pree,” or possibly had dropped the prefix 
“Le” or “De Le’ long befure coming. wo of these fam- 
jlies were from Franes, eleven from Seatland, originally. 
But most of (hen directly from Baglind, and one was from 
Wales. 

These Tanvilies settled mostly In Virgitia, thongh some 
of thern located in the New Englatid etates, and one may 
have lovated ag far south as Soath Carolina, 

rhe first, ao fur as we knove was Jol Strange, who 
eame from Wales and settled in Portsmouth, R. 1. in TIO. 

The second ang of whieh we have so avcounh wad 
James Strange, who first came to Ameries im 1619. Fle 
was then in the employ of the British government vader 
the commani of Siy George Yeardiy, and wie trip was 
made in the ship “Georges Atler eecing the enuntry, 
he returned In Great. Brotin, resigned his commission, and 
with one brother cate again to the new world, in the ship 
Pauline, commanded by Capt. Betts of the British navy, 
aod settigd tear Jamestown, Va, Here he became a larce 
land holder, amone other holdings, was a fraunt made him 
and others of 1240 acres neue Jamestown, and “Exteading 
into the woors" whatever that mey mean); Lbie grant was 
mude these men for meritorigus serviees for the British 
vovernment. This gruel was reeurded in 1095, Nov, 26th, 
and was in Charles City, County the papers being signe! 
bhp West for the government. 

Another one whose dame I have not got. came with 
a colony known as tte lhurylan calyny ait tried to etal 
lish homes, but owing to searrity of fond 2nd other prive- 
tions Were compelled to abandon the effort and joined the 
Plymouth colony te yweseeve life, The date of other ar- 
rivals is not fully established- 


XL, WASHINGTON IRVING. 


The grand father of Sir Robert Strange, was James 
Strunye of South Ronaldsky, Scotland, He owned vast 
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Jari estates, whieh sulseqoently were heired by Sir Robert. 
‘Phe recurds show that in Wd2 lie was 4 Notary Public, 
a position of appointment of importance in tyat day, His 
second wife was Isabel Irviee, whose father was the pro- 
gerotor of Washington Irving. 

The mother of Ex-President "Teddy" Roosevelt was 
a Miss Bullneh a celative of Ex-Governor Bolloch of Georgy + 
and one of the deseendants of Isavel Irvine and husband, 
from whith family tke wives af one or ogre of the 
Straoges of the Southland were drafted. This davs not 
quite Justify es. in aperking of these celebrities aa unecls 
“Wash” or cousin 'Tetidy-” 

These few facts gathered from history, ta whith many 
other matters of similar churacter might be added, are suf- 
ficignt to show that the prevolert opinion of our people is 
trus, that the Stranges of this country. so far aa we have 
Inquived filo (heirs past, either came directiy from Scotland, 
ur fram England, Weles or Frances, afer an earlier Sent- 
tish oriin. 


XU, PROOFS AND CONCLISIONS, 


The investigations into matters of Enelish history re- 
ferred to here, and elsewhere, in tis Volume, were mostly 
made by the Hon. L. A, A, Strange, of La Fontaine, Kansas, 
These references, us well as my ew, into Arerican his- 
tiry are very fragmentary, ald ealisidered alone would 
have ttle weight; but when considered as parts of one 
commun wrele are strangly convincing. I can only give 

. a yery Uriel synopsis of them here. 

The earliest known refereneesy were early in the four- 
teenth Ceotury, when owing lo usasual physical strength, 
the Scattish Strangs were called "Strang" or strong. See 
MeTayyarts English History, 

The Lundoo Stratives came direetly from the Seottigh 
Strangs, spelling the name as it was often pronounced in

Prom these sourees it is reasonably certain tat tas 
Stvunges of Virginia, South Carolina, Narta Caroligu, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohie, Georgia, Alabama, and other 
purts uf the Uniled States except the New England 
branches, which J bave not examined tito) are all relatect 
and of one origival Scotch. origio, though their immediate 
forefathers may have come from Bogland, Wales or 
Fratice, 

There fs strong proof of this in Ce traditions comynon 
to all branches of the name, amoung which may he men- 
tioned; “The Three Brother Tyadition;” The Tradition of 
wresl physical strenylh by our early ancestors; The fret 
and tradition of the Lion on the Coat of Arma; Te tra- 
dition af Relationship with the London Stranges of emit- 
ence; and the frad’'tion of Frereh persecution for Con- 
sctienee sake in religious matters, All spoken of by every 
American branch with few exceptions.

XIV. AMOS BRADFORD STRANGE. 


Cuptain Amos B Strange, the great grand facher of te 
writer, was barn in Kent cuuaty, Virginia, ebuul 1750 tu 
V7AS. Was a young men when the war of the Revolution 
camie ou. He enlisted Lhree times in Wie seryier of the 
government, first far nine months, next fur seve muntas 
and last for six montis. But really served Laroughout. tae 
war, snd drew 4 pension of eg..t dullars after ite eluse, his 
widow eontmulng to receive it for the eigatleen years baat 
she survived him, #fter the close of the war, he married 
Francis Bayley, in 1788, tee daugiter of an Irish sutler 
in South Carolina, vamed Will am Bayley. Amus Slrange 
was the som of Edmond Strangs, of Kent county, Viriinia, 
who was Worn in tial state, ws reeurded in the recurs of 
the Peters Parish vkureh, un the 9th day uf Janvdry, 1729. 
Hia father teirg Heary Strange, who also waa ol Virginia 
birth. We do not kKnuw the date of Heary's birt, bat he 
had « brether, Rehet, who was burk June Sth, 1706, 2u it 
ia probutle to et Geney waa Lorn about tie Geginning of the 
eigsteenth ventury, As shown elsewhere, bis parents were 
Brielish, with Seott sh ancestry. 

Capt. Ames Strange was a strong men pliysically, and 
in his personalily. A Captain and Drill Master in ihe war; 
a tmoney maker in Gimes of peac®; leaving att eslute i 
Virginia to locate in South Carolina with his Irish wife; 
lexving the choreh his forefathers founded in Virginia, te 
became the founder of » chure there. He made al least 
one trip teck to Virginia on horseback to secure hia estate, 
but failed, and after his death, some further ansaceessfal 
efforts were toude to secure it, The Captain was with 
General Gates in the capture of Saratoga, aml was also 
with hitn in bis defeat at Camden. He was a Captain of 
Militia in the wat of 1812, His death was ahout 1835, at 
the age of 86 yeurs. The tnemory of Captain Amos Strange 
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is more firmly embeded in he minds of his descendents, 
and referred ti with more reverduee than any other of our 
ancestors. His faur children are veticed further on,

The fureparent of many of Ute Tenietsee Stranpes, 
was undopbtedly of eur people. Dut to show the-relation- 
ship las been a muller of euusidevable inquivy, and | must 
confess the result haa not altogether been satisfactory, 

Henry Chiy Strange, of Nashville, Tein, says that 
William Henry waz Lure fol f4y from 1783 to “$9 in 
Virginia, That he wae the younweat son of his father, but 
does not remember the time of the father, He suys he had 
three Ueothers, and one hal€ broties. The full brothers 
ware, Parrum, Goodwin, and Spencer; the half brother 
was Amus: lo avcount i: given of Lhe first thee, except 
that Spereen weot to Chiristiun connty, Reatucky, witte 
he married and had at least ore san, named Benjamin, whe 
a)s0 mucried and rujeed a fam ly, 

Our great geaiid Sather was at Amos, bul as he was

Quite 4 number of Stranges have heen reported to ma, 
who for sume spevial «bility, were widely kKnuwn; but us 
their family connection have not been given, J am unable 
te locate them with reference io their zenealoy, and pasa 
them ly, I meution here only a few. Rey. John Strang, a 
Methadist niinister, of Ohia, is said to have been « yery 
strong preacher, but T haye no sccount of his antecadents 
or descendants, exvept that he was velated to the Virwinia 
Stranyves. Another Rev. John Strange alsu of Ohio, and he 
zo of 4 preacher, whose name | do net know, was born 
in Virginia, but lived in Ohio, til about grown, when he 
went to Indiana. He was born i 1785, November 15th, 
and died Devember 2d, 1832, reviewed elsewhere, He had 
ason, William f., whe was born in Indiana, January 22d, 
1825, and who also had @ son, John, born in Indianapolis, 
whe nuw ive at Groadripple, Ind. He was Lorn December 
Wb, WAT. Among the legal frdlermiy, David Stvange, of 
Virginia, was yanked as one of the great lawyers of his 
day, although T have failed to get any account of his family 
eonnectons. 

Cel, Buford Strange, of Kentucky, was a man widely 
known as a lawyer and pubhe speaker. Al] have heard of 
him is that he liad one soo, Narded Juhn, who entered the 
Ministry of the M. E. church, and had a reputation as a 
speaker of more than [oval note,

rouds were ophegrd on read of, when eyen oat) was only 
uw rebdiiseenee to most, of their Ettlisn or Sedttish home- 
jand; The Courier ov “Word of Mouth" was the only means 
of conpmuniceiion-

She lived to the age or 
8 having been totally blind for ten years prior to her 
death.

AL toe aye of twenty, on Lie 12th day of No- 
vember, L811, he and Mary L, Powler were married, Mary 
being af the time only fourteen years of age, haviag been 
liorn on the Sth day ef May, 1797.

Grandiather Wm, Strange remained in South Carolina 
Lill about 1844 or L840, When he Moved to Challoogs enatity, 
Ga, where ahout ten years aflerward he died, and was 
harled near Brownstown, the date of his dasta being 
Mareh 22d, 1848. He was an earnest member of the M- 
EB. Church, und the charch at Brownstown vemained Dur 
muny yeers ag an evidenve of bis religious xeul, (jrand- 
mother survived him for many years, and after years of 
happiness with her childven, as well as some severe trials 
she died at the home of her son William Newton Strange:

The third son of Amos Strange, was named Lictle

Henry Harri- 
son Strange’s wile, who was a sister of Elixabeth, bel 
homeless no arcount of the death of her busband, Little 
Berry married her, and two children were bern to them, 
winking twelve children in the two families, The ehildeea 
of Little Berry as laey grew to inanioud settled atounl 
him and near the church whieh he and his brother William 
had largely founced, aud pursuing the caflings most needed, 
there Was a Stange for almost every occupation calla 
for by the primilive times. There waaa teacher, a 
preacher, a carpenter, a blacksmith, a millvright, a mer: 
vhant, and several farmers. My brother, Reo F. 6G. 
Strangs, und J, paid a yisil to this extensive family in 
1864, aud personally learned mach of what we know of 
them. Littlke Berry, though a plain farmer, had a kee 
tease of tae value of an education and his children were 
all given an educaliun im keeping with the limes.

“The minister waz not only enthused himself with. his 
subject, ke was apothedsized; and others of similar faith 
and condition must, on the principles of Psychology, par- 
take of bis transfiguration, 

“Though fifty years have passed away, the drapery, the 
sarcasm and*the magical effect of bis clawing language of 
thal first sermon have not faded from my memory. 
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"The flash of his eve, the Witoaution of bis yuieo, wiequnl- 
led in melody and power, his fine dramatte action, his win- 
ning sindes and reverend form ean never be forgotten.

It is a little “Strange” and possibly poetic, Lb brace the 
otigin of the name Alloway which is in very general uae, 
either in full or abreviated to simply A. m a9 many of the 
desvendents of the Virguiia Stranges, It appears to be an old 
Scottish name and has been in use for nearly two hundred 
yeurs that we know of. So strenuows are some families to 
use the name or the initial that every child burn to them 
has an A in their name whether male or female. The 
name was the name of the early home of Robert Burns, 
the Seottish Poet, or of his father's home near Ayr, who 
was a flower gardener, and the universal affection for bim, 
led to the adoption of the name by the Stranges of that 
country. There is a sentimen! contiecled with the #xclo- 
sive use of this name, by our pro-genitors commensable 
and interesting. We find. the name in Seottish and Eng. 
lish history, and in América, We firid it in the early recurds 
of the various Strange families in Virginia, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia and Texas, making an unmistakable trail 
through two Centuries, and we ean but express the hope 
that it will continue to be in common use in the Centuries 
ta come, 


LXXXIT WiLLiaM STHANGE, 


Partly from historical notes furnished by 1. A, A. 
Strange, and partly from the traditions of seyeral corres- 
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pondents, we have this bib uf early history; In the year 
il, there was born ewnewhere in Bonnie Seotland, one 
William Strange, whether he was a descendent ol the 
Btrunges of Die Orkoeys of two Pundred yedrs before, is 
not known. Or whether he came from Kilwiining where 
Bobbie Barns begun to stig on his fathers fruit farm 
“Alloway,” remains for the future investigator to deter 
mine. At the age of elghteen this yourngr man leaves hla 
parental hoof end crossing fo England enlisted jn the Navy 
tind wis sent on some mission to Americun shores by the 
British authorities, Aceordiogly he took passage i the 
ship “George” of the King'a navy and during the Lotter 
part of 1619 landed near Jamestown, VYiryinin, De re 
mained here for at least fiye yours, as we Und in 1G23 tka! 
his name sppeurs as a resident of Fluerdeon Hundred, byt 
anno after this, he returned to England and from there to 
his native Jand. Here in course of time he took to lim- 
sell a highland wife and at least one gon was born to Lhe, 
Lbis son they Named Edmond Alloway. This ts our firsl 
traditional account of this word used as a family name. 
Aguin in 1685, we find this William Strange connected with 
the English navy, and in company with hia brother Robert, 
he ugdin is entrusted with some mission for the Crown, 
and tukes passuge in the ship “Pauline in the command 
of Leonard Betts, bringing his wife and young son Edmond 
with him, landing in Virginia in daly of thet year. Hd- 
mond is daid to bave lived, or at least Jeft, descendents to 
Fiurang county, while Robert either lived, or left children 
in Kent «county. 

It remains for the future historian to connert these 
ently arrivals with those fuynd here later. That they and 
our people are the same there cnn be no question. We the

CHAPTER SVE. 
THE ALLOWAY BRANCH OF VIRGINIA. 


As the two branches of this extensive family were 
divided several wenorations back, for convenience, they 
are here divided, and «a few of the leading representatives 
ure here briefly sketched. 


KC COLONEL GIDEON ALLOWAY STRANGE, 


The subject of this shetch was a. man of more than 
ordinary prominence in the state of Virginia in his day, 
He wus the son of John Alloway Strasige, and the grand 
son of Edmond Strange. He was a wealthy planter of 
Flurana County, Virginia, having heired the estate largely 
from his father. The faet that John Alloway Strange was 
a resident of thet couwty at that time is shown from the 
lirst census of the slate, which records his family, and says 
that they consisted of six whites and eleven slayes, 

When General LaFayette made his second trip ‘to

At the 
breakine out of the war of the Rebellion, John Boule, en- 
listed in the Confederste aeryice, Leing made Colonel of 
liis Repiment.

Sherman Texas, is the location ef a wholusale and re- 
tall Jewelry establishment, under the manarement of R, L, 
Strange. He furnishes me with a very interesting acedunh 
of his forefathers. He says thal for many years be was a 
traveling salesman for o wholesale house, and thal he fonnd 
aod talked with Stranges in thirtcen different states, anid 
that every one of them elaimed Virginia origin, und that 
from sll the evidence fe was able to gather, that he had no 
doubt that all these branches were rélated by come 
mon desevnt- All cluim an English residenee before com- 
ing ta America, and many go far enough bivk to Grace theic 
remote purentage to Scotland. The father of R. EK, Strange 
was Dayid Strange, he wus born in Ga., aod died in Texas 
al the age of 70. His grand father was a Primitive Baptist 
Preacher, name Samuel, who persued the ministry for 55 
years, dying at the ripe age of sioety three. Hig great grand 
father, waa killed in the war of the Revolution, having en- 
listed from Virginia. He gives a list of his relatives past 
and present, which conlains Many names conuion to our 
people, The name Miterel oeeurs in this family, whieh is 
sumirestive uf being one of the children of our fore parents, 
who we bave not been able to locate in the line of descent 
The original Mitchell died in Kent county, Virginia, Apri! 
80, 1717, and as the great wocle of R, E.S., must have heen 
born nol far from 1790 if is not unreasonable to assume that 
he was a destendant af the Mitchell of Peters Parish Vir- 
ginia and therefore of the sate stock of Stranges from 
Whar we all descended.

been cuntinied down through the descendants of Sir Kob- 
ert, who in bis day had nu superior in is line of art. 

Thomas Strange married an Italian lady and Gino is 
a thorough Italian, though possessing tre artistic tempera- 
ment of his forefathers frami London, Gino said that o 
sister of his hat a very complete chronological account of 
the descentiants of Sir Robert Strange in England and 
Haly.

Tu the early settling of the Eastern portion of the 
country, the lands were miastly a dense forest, which had to 
be cleared off and fenced, Among the many priyations of 
that day, was the frequent loss of stock, which wonld wan- 
der off in search of food. | have heard my father and un- 
eles tell some Mmeidents which would make interesting read- 
ing if I bad the space to record them, I will only give ond, 
which has tome to me from two correspondents, and which 
must have occurred at a very early day. A horse belonging 
to one of the early Kent county, Virginia Stranges, having 
Wandered away, the owner went in search, and in following 
4 supposed trail he went far into the forest, and with nath- 
ing to guide him, he became bewildered and lost; and after 
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wanderiug Por days and nig’ ts, be lost all hope, and in a 
famished agd vxhausied condition, lay down un w large fel 
ruck and died. His body was eventually Found and was 
burial in the family cemetery in Peters Parisn, Before 
laying down to die, to identify his remaine if they stould he 
destroyed by the wiltl animals of the forest, he wrote on 
the smouth burk of & near by tee, the following: 
“<tralige by name, ard oature too. 
A Pilgrim in «a world of pais, 
Ty home and [riendés 1 bid adieu, 
Yow |oss is nu eternal ysiv-” 


Tl WELL BARNERD PRAISE. 


After 4 strenuous lite of stutty, aud artistic aecomn- 
plishments, mingled with travel an arms, aud crowned 
wits wealth and honor, Sir Robert Strange, took the drop- 
sy, and afler a lingering alckness died in London July ath, 
1792. 

The Lowion Oriele of July 7th, suid of bis death; “Al 
ter haying been in declining state ce dieatn, abort one 
g'cluck on Thursday the Sth day of July 1792 died at his 
home on Great Queei Street Lincoln lin Fields, Sir Robert 
Strange, Knight. His nice feelings of honor, probity and 
benevolence, are deeply imprinted on the minds ot al] who 
had the happiness in hnow him; while bia elegant and mas 
terly engravings will bea lasting monument to transit his 
Tame ta posterity,” 

In the memoirs as published by Mr. Dennistown, lie 
says of him: “Of all the men whom the writer of this narra- 
tive ever knew, or ever read or heard of, Sir Robert Strange 
possessed the roildeat and most ingenious manners, joined 
to dispositions of mine, the most liberal ad benign. There 
was in his temper an endeariog yeotleness, which united 
With affection and a watin sincerity immediately percepta- 
ble, which infallibly seconded it. To know him and be 
his enemy was as impossible as to know him and nol he his 
friend, 

With a just sense of political relations, religious prinei- 
ples the most zealous, were cunjoined. But hig religion, 
though warm, was tolerant, and hia devotion, like his oth- 
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er Vittucs Was wholly deyoid of ostentatliin, He was un 
questionably the best engraver England ever produced, 
tus close albention to every particular article, perhaps to 
one in any part of the world bas ever equalled, 


Cil THE THREE BROTHEN THADITION, 

There ie a tradition, remurkuble for its general aewep- 
tntion, Hiat tie first Stranges who came to Ameriee pnd 
settled in Virginia, consisted of three brothers, and Ut 
they Jeft summptwous homes, wealthy parents, and soxsil 
standing to see a fortune in the new Eldorado. This is 
ofven railed “the Theee Brother Tradition” wand fay boon 
tranamitied down the lite of destent for many generstiaris. 
Th my correspondence, that tradition has been claimed, by 
probally a aenre of faroily representuliyes, in newrly at 
mary pari of onr country, At lesst two Strangea bave al- 
lempted io gutyer a fine of testimooy that would ensblu 
them te make ‘pplication Lo the Eagliso government fac 
di: tribution of the supposed wucluimed money, or the re- 
distribution of munies that vig fully belonged to heirs lost 
in fn. wilda of our new country: As to any great woolth 
haying been jorfeited by our progenatore | think taat is a 
mere “fake.” But I do nol in the least doubt the “Threa 
Brother Tradition,” 
~ Whether Alexander, Thomas, aud Michael or Mitohell 
were Lhe three brothers | would not say, a4 the evidence ix 
ansufficiest tp haze a strong opinion on. The traditinn, 
(pdte comnson thal we are descended) from Sir Robert, ia 
eertuinly not true as our people were Jere many years be- 
fore Lhe deat. of Sir Robert. But T entertain to doubt tat 
we are related to this brareh of the English Stranges. 

A-son of Sir Robert, Sir Thamay Andrew Strange, wad 
appointed by the Crown as the Chief Justice of Halifax and 
suiled from Exyland to that country in Joly 1789. His de- 
scendants or relatives are numerous in Canada and tieir 
near by associations may have given rive to thie braditien 
of kinship with Sir Robert, mistakiog kinship for heirs. 


CIEL LADY BTRANGE 
\Tanbella Catherine (Limiaden) Stranqe, the wife of 
Sir Robert Strange, 4y whom she wae martied jn 1747, wus 
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the sister of Ue Tlut Anilrew Daorisden, nudhor of the 
“Antiquities of Iome,” ant the private Seoretary WW the 
Stuart Peinves, for efyhteen yeure, 

Mrs, Strange Wad a very talented onl loving wife and 
(nether, and doublless was an aid to the brilllaet career uf 
her (ulented husband, Jo speakiny of her husband in one 
ol he letters, she auld: “We was the Most beloved Husland 
that aver.a virtrous wife eould boast ef, with whore J lived 
most hoppy forty five years.” In speaking of Herself in 
uodther of her letters she #sid: “My health is excellent. 1 
have no cough, my cheeks are blooming, I have two teeth 
und severe! brown Eaits of oy head and could danve wt any 
of my children’s weddings.” She was eighty four when 
trix was written. She died at the age of 87 yuars, and J 
quote from & Londen periodical in announcing her death. 
“Died on the 25th day of February 1806 at ber home in 
Bast Actan, in the eighty seventh year of her wae, Lode 
Sivwage, relict of Me late Siv Robert Strange, whnyee saan 
hae been justly ¢elubented by the admirers of the fine arts 
in every cvontry in Burupe. ‘Whe lively and entertaining 
conversation af the lady whase death we anounce, will be 
remembered and the loss of it regretted. by her numerous 
uid Tespectalie avgquintanes, A‘ ao lute a perl in life 
she retained all the anergy of an active and Vigoroua mind, 
and united to the dinity of ave, the vivaeity of youll, Her 
whole life Was usefully and aciively employed for the’ ben- 
elit of her own family, aa for that of those in whom she 
took an interest. She wee equally distinguished by purity 
of morals, integrity of principles, and exellanwe of under 
stunding,.” 


CIY THE OLP REPUNLIOAN ONUROH, 


From L. A. A, Stranges Anvestral Notes, 1 cull the 
following: In 1825 an agvéement was entered tity by Areh- 
eluus Alleway Strange, and one John Turner, a neighbor, 
i build o ehureh on the dividing line between FHeir lve 
furma, In Adaly county, Kentucky, where they then Ifyutl. 

The agreement was curried out, and for mang- years, 
the Many Stranges of (hal community: worshiped teres 
and there Archelaus was buried, dnl on Cie slone that 
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marks his grave the following inscription is found: Arch- 
élaus A. Strange, barn July 12th 1780, died Oct. 28d 1852. 
The ¢hurek in course af time became known as “The old 
republican church” and ceutinued to be weed as a place of 
worship until [R87 when it was destroyed by fire. A new 
church wis erected on the same grounds, which is now us- 
od, and may be 2aid to be & moongment to the religions zeal 
and earnestuess of the Stranges and their descenlants 


CIV—A THE STRANGE TRAGEDY, COMMOTION TiSsToORY. 


From Mr, John Strange Hall of Weat Virginia, who is 
now in his eighty-sixth yenr, [ have this corrected acagunt, 
of what wae fur many yeurs culled by the Virginia Steangew 
“The Strunge Tragedy" and which 1 have referred to in 
another plac, 


In the year 179b, William Stranwe of Virginia, was 
in the employ of a Gaverument Surveying party, under the 
commund of one Henry Jackson. He was the cook for the 
party, and a horse kaving strayed off, ax recited in the 
former sketch, William Strange was stot in search of Lhe 
animal, and never came back and such seurch as wae made 
ut the time failed to find his remains, Years ufter his 
watdering away a settler named Fitewater, found hia 
skeleton, and pearby on a tree his name engraved as pl- 
ready stated. The place where the body was found wna 
shout fifty miles from where the company was camped 
and was at the mouth of a creek, which from this ejreum- 
stance, waa Named Strange Cresk, About fifteen miles 
further on 4 gun barrel and lock was also found onder a 
shelyiog rock, which was evidently the property of William 
Strange, as it corresponded with those in use by the purty. 
He was evidently tryirg ta male his vay back In the camp, 
wlen exhaustion overcame him and death waa the result. 
This incident }© of much importance for the reason that 
the unboppy vielim was of the same family a6 aie people 
and yet the account in seme form seems to have Leen hand: 
ed down #3 4& tradition in all the Virginia farniliea of 
Stranges, ahowing 4 close atquaintanceship and we believe 
relutionship between the different families, and one certain- 
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ly well understood in thut day. Jost what was the rela- 
tionship of the unfortunate victim, io the known Strangez 
of that day, we ure unable to definitely aay, 


CV THAT'S STRANGE: 


A good old Scotch friend of mine relates the following 
story: “In his boyhood days in Scotland, there waa in the 
tows that. he lived io a lawyer by the name of Strange. He 
was generally known to be a very upright and booorsble 
man, though that is far from the generally accepted reputa- 
tion of the legal fraternity. Eventually this honest old 
lawyer paid natures debt, und was buried in the village 
cemetery, 

Soon afterwards hia friends selected o suitable stane 
to eretL over hin grave, and after some deliberation it waa 
decided to engrave on the stone these words only: “Here 
lies av honest Jawyer."’ In arviving at this decision, it was 
agreed, that every oue who read the inseription would in- 
yolanizrily speak his mame, as, the natyral ejaculation of, 
all would be, “Thats Strange!" 


CVI A LAUGHING INCIDENT, 


The doing of ridiculous things, is not always confined 
to the ignorant or the lowly, as is shown in the following 
experience of the emineotl artist Sir Robert Strange. 

Chambers Eneyclopedia, in o sketch of this great. Artist 
says: “In 1746, he deserted art for arms, jojuing the 
army of Charles Fdward, not so much for ecthysiasm for 
his cause, a6 te find favor with a Miss Isabella Lumisden, 
who would only consent to be gracious to him on that ro- 
marilic condition, 4 fter Lhe fi sa) collapse of the adventure, 
le waa in hiding at the home where Miss Isubella resided, 
and on ocession of its being searched, by the goldiery, he 
terouted himarlf noder the ample folda of her petticoat. 
and thes eleverly evaded detestion.

One of the strongest evidences of relationship betweet 
the various scattering branches of the Shranges. lies in the 
Off repeathig of names, especially Ehe more uneommuyn 
ones, Por instance, we find Edmund at the head of thice 
faniilies, and appeariog in at feast two others, Alexander, 
while heading our family, wid continuing down itz line, 
jumps over into the Clarner Steange family and tales pote 
session. Berry, Liat we suppused we bad 4 patent on, gore 
over inte Indiana and aflawsa the Cyclone Indiana people 
to usa him. Winston, so common in the Robinson county, 
Tennessee family, does nul stey there hat gets into the 
Archelaus family of Virginia~ Even Arcihelaus, is not sut- 
isfied tu remaitl in the Virginia family Dut breaks. the 
downds, and we lind him down in Tennessee. Mitehell of 
our Carly Virg*ota people, folluws aleog down the Tine and 
we hear of the name over in the Nort? Carolina family. 
Other more common names may uot be sv siguifiewl ay 
these, rativer wmeommon ones, though to ‘a Strange no 
names seen Lo be slrange. 


CVIIL NAMES CHANRES, 


In corresponding with several persona who possessed 
apecinl facilities for advising t*e writer, the views or de- 
duetions from certain information was freely diseusserl, 
and oftén the views or information furnished me in th 
wuy, were 4dupted az the expressians here given. To ref- 
erence to the natural change of name in changing residence 
fram one country to another, Prot. A. C. Strange says. 
“T believe that the Stranges of Enwlarul and America orts- 
inated Tram the French-Norman family, who were them- 
selves degcendaits of egrlier Secteh ancestry, The name 
D'Estrange is a Fretel-Nornan word, and 99 the same 
word uanally osed in Seotland as Strange. The rvot word 
of tioth mm the French means strange. The Latin word, 
which is ihe source of the Prench one, is extraneus, [rom 
which we get our werd extranruns, The Freneh word iG 
common use today fs elrange. ‘The De ia a Preach prefix 
it commen ase in that country, meaning “of” and in its 
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application would mean “OF a cerfiin feorlily.” For in- 
stance the Marquis De Lafayette, means the Marquis of 
the Lafayette family, The English family De Slrange, js 
by common reagoning the same family sa oura In Soot 
Tgnd and in Wales there is no root word vorresponding with 
the French, and for that reason the word is, and waa cun- 
uiondy used in its primitive form “Strange.” 


CHAPTER XIX, 
OUX STRANGE BUT TRUE, AN HISTORICAL PURYIEW. 


The Island of Paomuma of Gie Orknéya on the Coaat 
of Scotland, is inhabited by a quaint, bold and determined 
people, abd their country, like its people, are pielureaque, 
and rich in alewost Torgotten history, The red sand stone 
rocks that skirt the many arms of the sea, that extend their 
tortucus courses up inte the fertile valleys of the unique 
country, are washed by the storms ond tempests that are 
of freyuent oveurrence. At one time ugriculture flayciahed, 
but for many years ft has been an insignificant factor in 
ity pruaperity. The production of kelp, the manufacture of 
Lguors, and the more dangerous occupation of fiahing have 
heen the chief seureces of income, The inhabitants, origin- 
ally Gelts, with an admixture of the Norwegian adventur- 
ere, were in past times noted alike for their rue intelli- 
vence, their religious zeal, and their unexampled brayery. 
Some ‘thirty churches of the Free and United Presbyterian 
Order, were established, and schools, rudimentary in char- 
acter, though efficient as resylts show, were fostered by ev. 
ery church, Kirkwall, the Capitol, became a populaua cen- 
ter from which many Statesmen, of more than loeal renown 
ure known to hove emibaled. The namés piven to chil- 
dren in the early duya of thia, as well as of} er countries, 
were sitigle, and usaally yiyen for some peculiarity of per- 
son oF people. 

Here during the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries, 
there lived aeveru! families noted for their gregl physical 
strength, and on account af that. fact they were called 
Strang, or 2umetimes Strain, either of which [s the yer- 
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nacular spelling of the Scoteh word strong, a word most 
fittings to thik remarkable people. 

Among the prominent people of Kirlovall we find sey- 
eral men of wealth and official position fram among these 
alrong people. Less than a century following these refer- 
ences to the Strangs we find these same people recorded in 
various parts of Sootland as Stranges- And by this name 
they emigrated intu England, Eastern Scotland, and inte 
France and Wales. Hut returning to Pomona, we tim as 
the couolry became older and more populqus, a double 
bame began to be donmumunly used, and So we have David 
Strang and Magnus Strang, and Hobert Strang, and oth 
ers who bevame possessed of Jurge landed estutes, dnd thuwe 
strong peaule being in clove touch with the puthovitles, of 
the then independent country, but afterwards a part of 
the Scottish dominion, their holdiiys were contied to tiem 
by royal decree, whieh curried with it the title and family 
bame, aod the rig’ 1 to he desig rated by a Cont of Arms. 

The thirty two purishes of the Orkneya were independ- 
ent in their governinental affairs yntil the ware enue of 
which involved Scotland and Mngland, with other countries 
then the Pomonaiies readily enlisted iv the dufence af their 
common country, and partly owing to the weakness of Sont- 
land, and possibly purty owing to the offers for politien) 
preferment by other counties, we see the Stranges acatter- 
ing to various other countries, Some lo the more populous, 
nities of Scotland, some to France, some to Wales, and more 
to the more permanently ostablished shorea and cities of 
Englund. The homes and clans of the Strunges of the 
Orkneys were () this nianner largely broken pp, and indeed 
the country Itself became only a reminigvence of be prin 
line Deauty aid glory. 

For « time the family tithe to the Balknaky property, 
{hough an section of debt, was taken from tie Strangun, 
Oil so vealed cil restored by King George ha wa reward 
for distiuroished services wnd eminence, fn the seleetion 
if 2 Coat of Arms, the Lion, vampart, with tatl extended, 
and head erect win adopted, It ts aupposed that the clow 
relations with tie Georges lied sumething to do with se 
lecting the design na it was very nearly the ware aa th elrs. 
This Gout of Arma never changed no iytter into what 
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country they emigrated, though as wee the edslum of Lhe 
day, Lhe uime was slightly chanverd as Uhey beeame cilizens 
of other Countries; thus we have the De Strangs aud the 
De Stranges of France; and the La Stranjes and De La 
Stranges it [ngland, Under the name of Stranee, we Mind 
Yhis family closely idenihed with the Stearis of Senthind 
lor many years, and under the name of De Sheang we find 
them called upon to assist in roany diplomatic missions for 
both the French and English nations, As Streanges, we fed 
them in the foreign miniatertal missidas, aa Commanders 
of Armies, as Artists of renown, and ns Financiers cnyne- 
od largely in forelgn wholesale trade. 


At lewet two seats of family government were ostah- 
lished in England as the centers of Strange piltrinnony, and 
at least one of these, Honstanten Hall, ouny diplomatic as 
suliblages were convene, wiere fae Gout of Aro, the 
Wreak) wid Crest, were displayed galore, uid where tiey 
are tu le found lo tis day 


Wiheou the New World, wos antidusced uml ingore 
fiow To its ahores was the impelling spirit of the most hardy 
und courapedus, the Stranges were wrong the first te land 
on its shaves. Abt Jewsh oce wus honubed wilh passage on 
the Mayflower, otters in ships, belonving te the Orown und 
still sore in Merchant murine. Some lunding fn Canadian 
ports, sodie it NeW York atd Eastward, while the Jarger 
part came to the Albermarle porta. Virginin became the 
distributing point of nuoibers of them tn afler years. It 
Js a matter of revord ial at least ane member of the house 
of Commona by our Strange, though eommun nane, left hia 
aneestral home and conferred honors, to make his fortune 
in the New Eldorado, and in the war of 1775-G, fought for 
the vieths of hig adopled country. We alaa find them fight 
Ing for home and -Fome rights in the war pf 1812, and st 
leaat one of our number sat in the National Senate, and 
Toany in stute Legislitive bodies ty lend their voices lo the 
great eapse of establishing Lhe greatest country the world 
ever saw. Wherever they went, the Bible, wu their werent 
Vght, and the bréef family revord as reyeealed in the Bible 
Waa thely omy necounl of their aneeatry, whith aeartely 
ever exceeded three generations, Will this Umited reeord, 
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in course of time thelr past history was largely forgotten, 
exvepl as mere teadition, 

Hened we fad traditions, many, that doubthesy are troe 
but whieh cannot be relied an in detail, yet are convincing 
a4 to bhelr origin. All along this series of investigations, 
We find evidence of long forgetten blood ties; of traditional 
ruigances, and unity in religious view points, that, to the 
writer wt least, ave fully convincing, that we are all de- 
svendants of one common parentage, away bck in the pust 
centuries. The entire absence uf reliable geneanlogival iec- 
ords, Has made (t almogt impossible to connect the frag 
Mens of history we have gat’ ered from the yarns sores 
Several Stranges, in different parts of the country, have 
made allempls tu trace their aucestry, aod when the writ- 
er would approach them for help, would sayy “Your people 
came from Londes, and cure came from Glasgow, or Gloug- 
tersbire, or Cork. and therefore we aré of o different atock 
of people”, and im consequence of this stubborn adherence 
to this. iden, many interesting exhibits of family relation- 
ship have been withheld, 

All along the lire of decceot we have found opr people 
16 be @ patriotic, relig’ous, and courageous folle; dom=xtic 
i) hab'ts, loyers of music and the arts, versatile, resouece- 
ful, ard ever trve Lo the country te which they paid homage, 

Tu cloging this volume, we mush say, that while we be- 
lieve the statemefts herein are substantially true, yet tere 
are many defects And missing links, which mieht, if the 
full facta were known, change many a4stects of presente- 
tion. without changing the material hivtory, 

Anticipating that diserepercies will be geen, altd jinle 
slots regrette!, it is ant hope that such will he an inapira- 
tion to some one else to endeayar, with bettur Pucilties and 
more extensive ioformat’on, to continue these Invextlia- 
tiona, and aatisfactorily salve what now seems more or fess 
obseqre or protilematical, 
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
